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Essay Competition Gains National Recognition 
Chicago Dental Society Award Eagerly Sought 


Now in its seventh year, the prize es- 
say competition of the Chicago Dental 
Society has become nationally known for 
its benefactions in the field of dental re- 
search. The prize of $500, which is 
awarded the winner of the contest, makes 
the competition keen. Essays must repre- 
sent an original investigation and contain 
some new significant material of value to 
dentistry. Yet despite these restrictions 
every year finds new competitors for the 
prize. 

Previous competitions have brought to 
light many valuable contributions to 
dentistry. Peculiarly enough, the first 
several winners of the competition delved 
into the mysteries connected with the 
function of the tempero-mandibular joint 
and the movements of the mandible. Dr. 
LeRoy Kurth and Dr. John R. Thomp- 
son of Chicago received recognition for 
their studies along these lines and Dr. 
Harry H. Shapiro and Dr. Raymond C. 
Truex of New York shared the prize with 
a treatise which pursued the subject into 
the realm of auditory function as well. 
Dr. Irving Glickman of Boston did his 
research work in periodontoclasia and 
showed how systemic conditions influence 
bone changes. Dr. Robert G. Kesel, the 
1946 winner, presented the results of his 
study, “The Biological Production and 
Therapeutic Use of Ammonia in the 
Oral Cavity in Relation to Dental 
Caries.” Many of these researchers are 
continuing with their studies and no 
doubt will be back in the competition 


again when their new facts are corre- 
lated. 


ELIGIBILITY 


To be able to participate in the prize 
essay competition a person must be a 
member of the American Dental As- 
sociation or affiliated with a recognized 
dental institution. The contest is not 
limited to research men having technical 
staffs and elaborate equipment at their 
disposal but is open to any qualified per- 
son who believes he has something new 
and interesting to offer. 

The winner of the competition will be 
invited to be present at the 1948 Mid- 
winter Meeting of the Chicago Dental 
Society at the Stevens Hotel, February 
9-12. His expenses will be paid by the 
Society on the same basis as regularly in- 
vited essayists. He will be asked to read 
his paper at one of the general sessions 
and will be presented with the $500. 
award at the same time. Honorable 
mention will be given all authors whose 
essays are given final consideration by 
the Award Committee. The winning es- 
say is to become the property of the 
Chicago Dental Society and will be — 
published.

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NEWS AND ANNOUNCEMENTS 


DISCHARGE OF 
MEDICAL OFFICERS 


The War Department has announced 
that, effective July 1, all nonvolunteer 
physicians, dentists, dietitians and Veteri- 
nary and Sanitary Corps officers will be 
eligible for separation upon completion 
of two years’ service. Critically needed 
medical officers can still be retained 
when it is essential for the proper care 
of patients, the announcement stated. 
Thirty-six specialists are still being re- 
tained as essential in army hospitals. The 
Surgeon General explained that this new 
demobilization plan will permit the sepa- 
ration of medical specialists who previ- 
ously have been subject to three years’ 
service, and it will facilitate the reclassi- 
fication of young medical officers in spe- 
cialist grade. 


HOUSE COMMITTEE 
APPROVES PAY BOOST 


The House Armed Services Commit- 
tee has approved legislation boosting the 
pay of Army, Navy and Public Health 
Service physicians and dentists. Medical 
Corps men now in the services and those 
entering within the next two years will 
receive an additional $100 a month over 
their regular pay and allowances under 
the measure. Those rated as specialists in 
various fields of medicine would, in ad- 
dition, be given a twenty-five per cent 
increase in their base longevity pay. A 
subcommittee report stated that “civilian 
practice is so lucrative to a private prac- 
titioner that some action must be taken 
by Congress or there will be insufficient 
medical men to adequately provide for 
Army and Navy personnel.” The bill ex- 
cludes young Army and Navy reserve 
physicians and dentists whose medical 


education expenses are paid by the gov- 
ernment, unless they are from the regular 
services. 


BOND-A-MONTH PLAN 


The Treasury Department’s Bond-A- 
Month Plan is now in full operation with 
the nation’s banks acting as selling 
agents. All banks are prepared to issue a 
simple, one-time form which will author- 
ize the bank to deduct each month from 
the depositor’s checking account the pur- 
chase price of whatever denomination 
Savings Bond the depositor wishes. 
Thereafter, the bonds will be delivered 
to the depositor each month. 

The Bond-A-Month Plan should have 
an especial appeal to dentists. It is auto- 
matic; once put in operation it requires 
no further consideration. It is as riskless 
an investment as can be found and has a 
good return. Besides it is an easy way to 
invest in one’s own future and the coun- 
try’s as well.

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EDITORIAL 


MONEY IN THE BANK 


We have it on good authority that all of our Branch Societies have money in 
the bank at the beginning of this fiscal year despite the fact that none has re- 
ceived its annual allotment from the parent society. This is a pleasing state of 
affairs for it means that the Branches are in a position to secure out-of-town 
essayists and clinicians with whom to entice their members to the meetings. The 
society with money to spend can go a little farther afield in its search for talent. 


Dental groups in Chicagoland are most fortunate in having the faculties of 
the three dental schools upon which to draw for speakers. And they take full 
advantage of it. One wonders just how these faculty members find time to teach 
because of the great demand on their time. But the situation has its drawbacks 
too. All too frequently a speaker will appear on the monthly meeting program 
of the Chicago Dental Society and then make the circuit of the Branch Societies 
as well. Naturally, having heard him once the members aren’t too keen to hear 
him again, no matter how good the speaker may be, so they stay away in large 
numbers. Only last month the secretary of one of the largest Branches com- 
plained because, out of a total membership of 800, only about 100 ever come 
out to a meeting. As a matter of fact, only about 300 ever come out to a regular 
monthly meeting of the parent society; a mere 10 per cent. 


Every year when a new set of officers takes over, this matter of attendance at 
meetings comes up for discussion, and every year the same group of loyal mem- 
bers come out and the same group of stay-at-homes stay away. This is true 
whether it be a dental society or a service club. Rotary, Kiwanis, Lions and 
Optimists clubs all over the land have the same problem but they, being selected 
groups, can impose fines or, if need be, drop a member for non-attendance. 
Even labor unions, where membership is compulsory, have trouble getting out 
a quorum for a regular meeting. This is a trait of the American citizen and goes 
along with his free speech, freedom of the press and what-have-you. He selects 
his officers to represent him and then is either too lazy or too busy with other 
things to ever check up on them. 


Someone has said that the only way to get dentists out to a meeting is to stage 
a political fight. But that obviously isn’t so. We don’t stage political fights at our 
Midwinter meetings and we get nearly go per cent of our own members in 
attendance. The Branches don’t stage political fights at their clinic day meet- 
ings and yet these events draw crowds. It must be that the dentist who doesn’t 
come out to meetings, except on these rare occasions, wants something he can 
put to use in everyday practice and what’s more, he wants something new and 
different if possible. That’s why it’s nice to have money in the bank.
